Dear Mr. Gallegos:

We have inspected the reclamation of the western part of Georgia-Pacific Corporation’s gypsum
mine where they parked their equipment and have found it to be adequately reclaimed. The site
consists of 1.15 acres and although there is very little vegetation growing on it, there was very
little vegetation in the area when Georgia-Pacific moved in. We propose to release Georgia-
Pacific Corporation from any further obligation to conduct further reclamation work on this part of
their operation and if we do not hear from you within 15 days from the date of this letter, we will
assume you concur with our decision.

Georgia-Pacific Corporation has also requested that the western part of their mine be released.
However, the reclamation on the western part of the mined area has not reached a point at which
it can be considered to be reclaimed as there is very little vegetation on it, so we have no
intention of releasing that area at this time. Total requested area for release was 4 acres, of
which we have recommended release of only 1.15 acres.
